General 
Barnard E. Bee is said to have made his immortal remark as he 
rallied his brigade for the final phase of the battle. Although 
the exact words were not recorded at the time, he reputedly 
said, “There stands Jackson like a stone wall. Rally behind the 
Virginians!” From that time on the name stuck, making this bri- 
gade the only Confederate unit to be named after an individual 
to be recognized by the Confederate War Department. The bri- 
gade fought continuously from 1861 through 1864, when it was 
disbanded and its depleted ranks reformed into a small regiment 
after it was decimated during the Battle of the Wilderness.

Guirot’s signature can be found on the earlier New 
Orleans Municipality issues as well. He was in New Orleans until it was captured in the spring of 1862. Guirot would proceed to move his base 
of operations to Jackson and later Mobile. This example has serial number 335-A, and thus it is a PF-1. This Fricke number was printed on a full 
sheet that included a $1000, a $500, a $100, and a $50 note with serial numbers 1 through 607. This note is new to the Fricke census. It grades 
PCGS Apparent Very Fine 20.

The bond was issued pursuant to 
an Act of the New York State Legislature passed in 1855 which provided funds “For the Enlargement of the Erie, the Oswego, the Cayuga, and 
Seneca Canals,” along with other miscellaneous canal improvements. The six-percent bond became redeemable in 1873 and was redeemed on 
January 18th of that year by the Manhattan Company (the predecessor institution to Chase Manhattan and J.P. Morgan Chase), with James 
Roosevelt signing the transfer letter which is enclosed, acknowledging his receipt of the sum of $5000 in Gold from the bank. The bond itself is 
punch cancelled at the signature blocks and has a couple of small chinks out of the top margin, the transfer letter is folded but otherwise as new.

The MPC lots listed below as well as many of those in the Internet-Only session once resided in the collection of George A. Spear. 
A lifelong numismatist, Mr. Spear was employed by the Department of Defense. During WWII, he was stationed at the Moscow 
Embassy under Averill Harriman where he gathered intelligence on behalf of the US Government. At the conclusion of WWII, 

Mr. Spear was stationed in Germany until his retirement 42 years later. He was one of a handful of civilians who formed the 
nucleus of US intelligence in Western Europe. In his travels, he took particular interest in Military Payment Certificates from the 
US as well as those from other countries. 


While in Frankfurt, George Spear worked on the fifth floor of the CIA Headquarters in the IG Farben Building (renamed 

the General Creighton W. Abrams Building in 1975). The IG Farben Building served as the headquarters for the Supreme 

Allied Command and from 1949 to 1952 the High Commissioner for Germany (HICOG). It became the principal location for 
implementing the Marshall Plan, managing all financial activities in post-war Europe and it also served as the headquarters for 
the US Army's V Corps and the Northern Area Command (NACOM) until 1995.

These notes, issued by the merchants named on the notes, were 
payable at the Bank of the State of Alabama in Tuscaloosa in the 
years just before its liquidation in 1843-45.

duce color. This lightly circulated note that faces up very well 
grades Very Fine and was printed by ABNCo. (300-400)

Extremely Fine 40 Net, with a small tape repair, small signature 
cutouts, and evidence of previous mounting. (700-1,000)

LOUISIANA 


(Convent), LA- St. James Parish- Provost Marshal’s Office 
Parole Pass June 1, 1864 

Although Louisiana was situated far, far away from the Mason- 
Dixon Line, the state saw some of the earliest fighting of the 
American Civil War. In January 1862, the Union set up a block- 
ade around New Orleans, and by April the city and much of the 
surrounding area fell. St. James Parish is located about 50 miles 
west of New Orleans and was one of many Parishes occupied 
by Union troops from 1862 into Reconstruction. This Provost 
Marshal’s Pass presumably must have been quite conflicting for 
the holder, who would have had to choose renouncing his sup- 
port for the Confederacy or facing unknown reprimand. A truly 
fascinating piece of Civil War history. We grade this pass Very 
Fine-Extremely Fine with a tear on the bottom margin and pin- 
holes.

Franklin, LA- Treasurer of the Town of Franklin $1 Dec. 15, 
1862 

The motto on the ribbon under the eagle on this piece of munici- 
pal scrip is interesting: “All we ask is to be let alone.’

Payable in Jordan's Saline, TX, but datelined Shreveport, this $2 
has a bright blue back depicting a steamboat. It grades About 
Uncirculated with faint signs of handling. (275-375) 
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Shreveport, LA- State of Louisiana 25¢ March 1, 1864 Cr. 23B 
A vertical T from a blue protector and a horizontal TW from a 
red protector are found near the lower right corner on this 25¢ 
error note. Cr. 23B is a number valued simply as “Rare” in the 
Shull Southern States reference. PCGS Very Fine 30. (275-375) 


Shreveport, LA- State of Louisiana 50¢ (3) Mar. 1, 1864 Cr. 21]; 
Cr, 21D2; Cr, 21B/B1 

With a dizzying array of protector options and paper sources, 
this design can be quite confusing. The three notes in this group 
include Cr. 211 which has both red and blue partial ONE protec- 
tors on the face and is printed on the backs of Louisiana notes. 
In addition there is a Cr. 21D2 with both ONE and TWO par- 
tialblue protectors on the face and printed on Louisiana notes. 
Finally, there appears to be a new variety of Cr. 21B which has 
a partial red protector (due to its position, it could be either a 
ONE or TWO) on the back of an otherwise plain paper example.

1. This Auction is presented by Heritage Auctions, a d/b/a/ of Heritage Auctioneers & Galleries, Inc., 
or Heritage Auctions, Inc., or Heritage Numismatic Auctions, Inc., or Heritage Vintage Sports 
Auctions, Inc., or Currency Auctions of America, Inc., as identified with the applicable licensing 
information on the title page of the catalog or on the HA.com Internet site (the “Auctioneer”). The 
Auction is conducted under these Terms and Conditions of Auction and applicable state and local 
law. Announcements and corrections from the podium and those made through the Terms and 
Conditions of Auctions appearing on the Internet at HA.com supersede those in the printed catalog. 

Buyer’s Premium: 

2. All bids are subject to a Buyer's Premium which is in addition to the placed successful bid: 

« Fifteen percent (15%) on Domain Names & Intellectual Property Auction lots;

In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not relieve the 
Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller's and buyer's premium) on the lot and 
any other damages pertaining to the lot or Auctioneer, at its option, may charge a twenty (20%) 
restock fee on the amount of the purchase and offset the restock fee against any monies paid to the 
Auctioneer or against any of the purchaser's properties held by the Auctioneer.
